• Leymann et al. (EP Patent 0,817,019 A2) hereinafter Leymann teaches a 
method for computerized transaction processing of a collection of a multitude 
of potentially distributed transactions ensuring atomicity of the collection of 
transactions. Whereas Denny et al. (US Patent 6,330,686) hereinafter Denny 
teaches a method for dynamically and programmatically modifying the 
semantics and/or logic of class files as they are being loaded for execution. 
The method permits a user to write a control file specifying the changes to be 
applied to class files and the conditions for carrying out the changes.
